Voting Centers for the 2022 Gubernatorial Elections through Friday, October 15, 2021  

The Montgomery County Board of Elections seeks comments from the public about the Early 

Voting Centers for the upcoming 2022 Gubernatorial Election. Each local Board of Elections in 

the State of Maryland is required to review its list of early voting sites every two years and make 

recommendations to the State Board of Elections.  

In addition, the public may provide comments at the upcoming Early Voting Hearing, at 10:00 

a.m., on Saturday, September 18, 2021, and at the 2:30 p.m. Board Meeting, on Monday, 

September 20, 2021. The Board will make Early Voting Center selections at the 2:30p.m. Board 

Meeting, on Monday, October 18, 2021. All sessions will be conducted virtually. Links will be 

provided on www.777vote.org.
